Its real uſe and admirable virtue much ex- 
cels the two coſtly Jewels that the Queen of 
Egypt wore in her Ears for Ornament, It 
muſt be confeſs'd, that many Bruic Creatures, 
whoſe Ears are ſufferd to grow large, and 
according to Nature are much quicker ia 
hearing 'than many Men, forasmuch as Mid- 
wifes and Nurſes -by the Fillets and itraighc
